Everything for others, nothing for him- 
self; Wby does the. wor^d honor Wash- 
ington more than Napoleon? The an- 
swer ifl unmistakably suggested. One 
waa 'selflsh, the other was not. And 
be wxurld regards selfishness as a 
ilemlsh :upon any character. The great 
taeflfof; the earth are those wlio have 
itterly eradicated selfishness from their 
jhafacters. But there is dander of tak- 
ing self-for selfishness. 
' "There are those who look upon self 
or individuality.as an accident of .our 
earthly nature, to be eradicated as 
quickly as possible. As the globules of
